Grading  standards 
for  Southern  Pine  require  drying  to  maximum  mois¬ 
ture  content  limits  before  dressing  to  final  size.

Modern  wood  fencing  offers  a  sculptured  impression, 
natural  beauty  .  .  .  security.  It  protects  the  yard  from 
intrusion  . . .  assures  safety  for  children’s  play  and  privacy. 
Wood  fencing  adds  warmth  and  cordiality  to  the  setting 
.  .  .  dignity  and  distinction  to  the  home  .  .  .  the  perfect 
background  for  outdoor  living. 

Southern  Pine  is  ideal  for  fencing  .  .  .  strong,  highly 
resistive  to  wear,  easy  to  treat.  When  fencing  comes  in 


direct  contact  with  the  ground,  it  should  be  pressure 
treated.  Colorless,  odorless  treatments  are  available. 
Southern  Pine  fencing  lends  itself  readily  to  many  in¬ 
teresting  and  appealing  effects  since  it  may  be  painted, 
stained  or  left  natural  to  weather. 

When  planning  fences,  a  few  simple  steps  should  be 
taken.  Be  sure  the  fence  comes  within  survey  limits  and 
meets  building  code  requirements. 


Popular  Designs 


Corner  and  post 
alignment 


Stake  out  fence  locations  with  twine  12" 
above  ground  and  mark  corner  post  posi¬ 
tions.  Right  angles  may  be  checked  by 
measuring  three  feet  along  one  string  and 
four  feet  along  other.  If  diagonal  distance 
between  two  points  is  five  feet,  the  right 
angle  is  true. 


Setting  posts  —  Firm  base  for 
posts  is  obtained  by  either  method  shown 
below: 


DIRT-GRAVEL  CONCRETE-GRAVEL 


After  setting,  straightness  should  be  de¬ 
termined  with  carpenter’s  level  or  plumb 
bob. 


String  should  be  extended  between  corner 
posts  to  keep  others  in  line  while  setting.

♦Treatment  is  with  pentachlorophenol  in  a  specially  selected  solvent  with  a  water  repellent  added  and  then  seasoned  or  conditioned  after  treat¬ 
ment  to  remove  objectionable  residues. 

♦♦Water-borne  preservatives  are  used  for  installations  off  the  ground  and  to  a  limited  extent  in  ground  contact  where  clean,  odorless,  paintable 
wood  is  required.  Lumber  treated  with  water-borne  preservative  should  always  be  redried  to  the  same  moisture  content  before  it  was  treated. 


FINISHES 

Stains  are  recommended  to  provide  durable  finishes  on  Southern  Pine  exposed  to  the  elements.

Not  as  heavily  pigmented  and  seldom  conceal 
wood  grain.  Easy  to  apply  and  economical  to 
maintain. 

Fence  posts,  rails,  boards  and 
gates.  Planters,  benches,  deck 
rails  and  posts. 

DECKING 

1  or  2  coats 

Durable  finish  developed  for  wood  decks  to  bring 
out  full  wood  grain  beauty. 

All  walking  surfaces  including 
decks,  steps  and  ramps. 

BLEACHING 

1  or  2  coats 

Special  weathering  agents  designed  for  new  wood. 
Initial  soft  off-white  color  gradually  weathers  to  a 
silverish  gray  after  several  months  of  exposure. 

All  use  applications. 

♦Follow  manufacturer’s  recommendations. 


FASTENINGS 

Nails: — Use  galvanized  steel  or  aluminum  alloy  nails  which  resist  corrosion.  Smaller  nails  may  be  used  with  Southern  Pine  because  of  its  greater 
nail-holding  ability.  Use  lOd  common  nails  to  fasten  2"  dimension  lumber,  8d  nails  for  fastening  1 "  boards  to  2"  dimension,  6d  nails  for  fastening 
1"  boards  to  1”  boards. 

Other: — Use  corrosive  resistant  fastenings.
